In consideration of the loss in- 
curred last year through neglect in 
this respect, and knowing the dan- 
ger this, we are again strongly urg- 
ing the necessity of,having all oats 
and barley tested, as by this means 
and this only, can much unneces- 
sary hardship and loss to the coun- 
try be eliminated.

already aware of the fact, we may 
repeat that all samples are tested 
free of charge by the Seed Labora- 
tory,Calgary, ‘andsample bage sup- 
plied without cost toall who apply 
for them. 
for the farmers to send in the seer 
(about 1000 grains), plaee a 2 cent 
stamp on each sample and name 
and address on one corner, together 
with a distinguishing mark when 
more than one sample is forwarded. 
Such samples should be sent to the 
Dominion Seed Laboratory, Calgary 
where they will be tested and a re- 
port sent to the sender in about 
fourteen days.

DEFY THE GOVERNMENT 


SUFFRAGISTS GLORY IN LOSS TO 
CHANCELLOR OF EXCHEQUER 


A Bomb Explosion Wrecks the New 
Residence of David Lloyd George 
at Walton—Suffragists Accept the 


Responsibility for the Outrage—Will 
be Martyrs. 


London.—The explosion of a bomb 
partially wrecked a country residence 
in course of construction for Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer David Lloyd 
George at Walton Heath, near Lon- 
don, The only clues obtained by the 
police are two broken hat-pins which 
were found among the wreckage. It 
fg declared by the neighborhood tha‘ 
an automobile containing several wo- 
men paésed through the village in the 
early hours. No one was injured by 
the explosion. The house was not 
yet occupied, The bomb had been 
placed in a room of the residence 
which adjoins the golf links on which 
Lloyd George plays. The infernal 
machine was so powerful that the 
thick walls of the house were split in 
all directions and most of the roome 
were wrecked. Two seven-pound 
cane of black powder also had been 
placed in two separate rooms, among 
heaps of wood shavings which had 
been saturated with ofl and in the 
centre of which burning candles had 
been fixed. 

An official of the Woman's Socia: 
and Political Union told the pullee 
that the society had no knowledge 
of the perpetrators. General Mrs. 
Drummond, however, declared that the 
explosion was undoubtedly done by 
women. She exclaimed enthusiastt- 

_ cally; I think it is grand. It was a 
fine act, successfully carried out and 
shows the determination of the wo- 
men. I say: All power to all k'nds 
of militants in the direction of har- 
agsing cabinet min'sters, short of tak- 
ing human life. This is the second 
time within a year that violent meth- 
ode have been used against the resi- 
dences of cabinet ministers, the first 
being an attempt to burn the house of 
Lewis Harcourt. Secretary for the Col- 
onies, at Nuneham.

Inter-Switching Order Delayed 

Ottawa.—Consideration of the rail- 
way board's draft order in regard to 
inter-switching rates has been pdst- 
poned by the board until some future 
date to allow the railways and shippers 
to get together to consider the new 
draft order, which they have not had 
an opportunity to consider. 

The proposed order provides that 
when a shipper sending a car over 
the line of one railway wished deliv- 
ery at the terminals of another, the 
latter road, known as the short haul 
carrier, should perform such service 
for a charge, which, unless mutually 
agreed on by the carriers for private 
sidings, shall be one cent per hun- 
dred pounds with a minimum charge 
of $3 for each loded car; and for pub- 
Me team track, one-half cent per 
100 pounds with a minimum charge 
of $5 for each carload. The former 
order did not specify team track de- 
Yivery and the chief point of objection 
taken by the railways to the new one 
is that it does. - 


Asserts He Has Sure Cure for Tuber- 
culosis 

Plymouth, England.—Dr. Friedrich 
Friedmann, who asserts he has dis- 
covered a cure for tuberculosis, gave 
an interview on board the Kron Prinz- 
essen Cecile, on his way to America 
to demonstrate the value of his 
remedy. He said: 

1 feel that the first step I should 
take in the United States should be 
to treat_cases of visible tuberculosis 
in the presence of American physic- 
jans. I could thereby accomplish the 
double purpose of instructing them and 
proving the efficacy of the use of live 
germs. What I mean by visible tu- 
berculosis is fungi in the knee, for 
instance, which are visible to the eve

Ottawa.—There were 491 industrial 
accidents recorded by the department 
of labor during January, of them 100} 
were fatal and 391 received serious 
injuries. Compared with the record 
for December the above is an increase 
of three fatal and 24 non-fatal acci- 
dents. Figures for January 1912) 
were 103 fatal and 531 non-fatals. The 
greatest number of fatalities were re- 
corded under the headings of mining 
and railway service, there being 15 
workmen killed in the mining industry 
and 43 in railway service. Of the 
non-fatal accidents the greatest num- 
ber occurred in the steam railway 
service and the metal trades, the fig-| 
ures having respectively 114 and 87./

Text of the Lesson, Gen. xv., 518. 
Memory Verses, 5, 6—Golden Text, 
Heb. x, 23—Commentary Prepared 
by Kev. D. M. Stearns. 

We cannot think of ,omitfing, the 
first verse of this chapter, with its 
first fear not and word of the Lord, 
and siield and reward, truly a most 
wonderful verse. This is ‘another 
Visit of the Lord to: Abram for in 
verse 2 we see Abram talking to Him 
After the great victory over the four 
kings no doubt the, devil suggested 
to Abram that they wéuld regather 
their forces and make trouble. for 
him; hence the Lord's; Fear not; I 
am thy shield. 

The devil would not be slow to tell 
him how foolish he had been in turn- 
ing his back upon the goods of Sod- 
om, therefore the Lord’s: I am thy 
exceeding great reward. It {8 our 
privilege to find our all in God and to 
remember Ps. Ixxxiv, 11. Abram 
seems to waver concerning the ;prom- 
ised seed and to think that Eliezer 
might be his heir, but the Lord as- 


| sured him that his own child would 


be his heir and directing him to look 
up at the stars, said; So shall thy seed 
be (verse 5). Then we haye for the 
first time two othet words:' believed, 
and righteousness (verse 6); and this 
verse is repeated three times in the 
New Testament’ (Rom. iv, 3; Gal. ili, 
6; Jas. ii, 23). The righteousness no- 
cessary to enable us to! étafid before 
God has been provided by Him in 
Christ, and nothing short of that per 
fect righteotisness will answer, It 
becomes ours when we say amen to 
God and heartily accept that which 
He has provided, but many prefer their 
own way, as Cain did. like those de- 
scribed in Rom. x, 3, 4. 

This verse 6 in our lesson is literal- 
ly: Abram amened Jehovah, nnd this 
should be ovr attitude to God slwavs 
—perfect accord with Him, See the 
commem tp Rom, ivi 1-12, an@ note 
carefully that the only way-ls by afith 
without any works of ours. 

The works come afterward as an 
evidence of our faith, but both tn sal- 
vetion and in service the Lori does 
all, for it Is God who worketh, and 
the principle holds at all times and in 
all things, Except the Lord , build 
the house, they labor in vain that 
build it (Ps. exxvii. 1). 

In answer to Abram’s  auestion, 
Lord God, whereby shall 1° know? 
(verse 8), which sotinds Hke anything 
but faith after he had beey so.plainly 


| told, he is directed to a representa-

The United Fariners met at pan 
early hour Saturday afterndon Feb, 
22nd,after the regular routine busi- 
ness a letter from the Town Coun-

The secretary then reported that 
the car of flour which had been or- 
dered had arrived. 

The next thing taken up for dis- 
cussion was the matter Of selling 
oats co-operatively, ‘and upon mo- 
tion of J.R. Allgood and C. Imhoff, 
the secretary was selected to handle 
the selling of oats for the members 
and about 25 cars were listed for 
sale. The matter of elevator con- 
struction was the next matter taken 
up and a list for the subscription of 
stock for an elevator and warehouse 
at Gleichen was circulated and sign 
ed by most of the members present, 
and com mittee, consisting of Char. 
Imhoff, A. W. Demerest and H.W. 
Lee was named by thé president to 
circulate the subscription lists to 
secure the remainder of the signa- 
tures for stock, as it was felt that 
the Gleichen Union should be in a 
position to get an elevator as soon 
as possible after the legislation has 
passed for the government loan. 

It was when the report of the Ir- 
rigation committee was called for 
that enthusiasm ran high and when 
the secretary had finished the read- 
ing of a letter from Geo. Zimmer- 
man, solicitor, of Calgary, and ad- 
dressed to Henry Sorenson, Strath- 
more, as chairman of the Combined 
Irrigation Committee the entire 
audience broke forth in Joud and 
long cheers, 

When the reading was completed 
J. KH. Ostrander jumped to his feet 
and proposed three cheers for the 
Hon, Dr, Roche, Minister of the 
Interior, which was responded toin 
a most hearty manner by everyone 
present. 

As soon as the cheering had sufti- 
ciently subsided, Chas. Imhoff took 
the floor and proposed three cheers 
for Mr. Drake, superintendent of 
Irrigation, which was followed by an 
outburst of aheering. 

When this subsided Mr. Ostrand- 
er again got the floor and proposed 
three cheers jor R. B. Bennett,M.P 
for Calgary, who had assisted the 
farmers, and to our solicitor, Mr. 
Geo. Zimmerman of Calgary,to Mr, 
Daly, solicitor to the department, 
and last but not least Mr. Henry 
Sorensen of Strathmore, chairman 
of the Combined Irrigation commit- 
tee, who has worked so zealously for 
the interests of the irrigation farm- 
ers, This was responded to by 
cheers which almost raised the roof 
of the building.

HUGE LEGAL FEES TO USELESS 
COUNSEL 


Public in England Mulcted by Cus- 
toms That Amount to Scandal 
London, England.—The practice of 

paying junior counsel a fee equal to 

two-thirds of the amount pald to sen- 
jor counsel was attacked at the gen- 
eral meeting of the Law Society. 

_Brinsby Harper said the Law So- 
ciety should protect the public as well 
as look after the interests of the pro- 
fession, and it was time to do away 
with something which was nothing 
less than a scandal, 

A friend of his had often briefed Sir 
Henr® Hawkins, who never wanted 
more than 20 guineas and two on the 
brief, but nowadays leading society 
K.C.'s were asking extravagant fees, 
There was no objection toa K.C, get- 
ting those fees if the client wanted to 
brief that K.C., but {t was hard that 
junior counsel should also get two- 
thirds of the amount which his leader 
received, 

He knew of a case where a junior 
counsel was not presen‘ in court for 
some days during a trial, but still he 
had to be paid tis 65 guineas per day. 

In another case, $500 was to be 
leading counsel and the 
usual proportion to the junior, Both 
were perfectly satisfied, but subse- 
quently it was decided to brief a well- 
known K.C. The K.C. was engag- 
ed in a political campaign and he ask- 
ed a fee which was thought to be ab- 
solutely prohibitive, but the client 
thought ft advisable to secure his ser- 
vices. To the client's surprise, the 
first counsel engaged explained that 
now he was by the etiquette of the 
bar junior, and was entitled ‘o a fee 
equal to two-thirds of the fee which 
the K.C., who had been briefed at the 
big figure, was to receive. The orig- 
inal junior also explained that he was 
entitled to a fee equal to two-thirds 
of the fee paid to the counsel who 
was to have been his leader, but who 
had become junior as the result of the 
introduction of the eminent K.C. As 
counsel were satisfied in the first in- 
stance with the fees they were to 
have received, it was hardly necessary 
to say how absurd a scandal such a 
rule was. 

So serious had this question of big 
fees become, that City people declined 
to make such exorbitant payments to 
these fancy society counsel and were 
Inclined to go to arbitration upon 
points which should be legitimately 
settled in the high courts. 

The chairman, C, L. Samson, said 
the society had already appointed a 
committee to deal with the subject. 

It was thought however, that the re- 
solution would strengthen the commit- 
tee’s hand, and after discussion it was 
carried, 


ROYALISTS CHERR KING 


One refuses to be Tried by Magistrate 
Because He is a Jew 


Paris, France,—Exciting incidents 
marked the trial of two Camelots du 
Roi, M. Charles Maurras, the well- 
known writer and member of the staff 
of the principal royalist paper, and 
M. de Coupigny. They were accused 
of assaulting several persons who re- 
fused to shout ‘Vive le Roi.’ The in- 
cident took place at Versailles on De- 
cember 1. 

After a banquet about 400 Royal- 
ists, or Camelots du Rol, went to the 
courtyard of the palace and made a 
demonstration in front of the statue 
of Louis XIV, According to the 
Prosecution, a railway employe, who 


| with his wife and friend, was about to 


inspect the palace, was surrounded by 
the demonstrators, and because he re- 
fused to shout ‘Vive le Roi!’ he was 
knocked down, and so badly hurt that 
he could not work for a fortnight. 
Two policemen who came to the res- 
cue also received kicks and blows and 
five soldiers and a sergeant had to 
fight with the rioters to prevent the 
disturbance from spreading. 

According to the evidence of the 
sergeant, who had several teeth brok- 
en, one of the prisoners threatened 
him with a revolver, 

The court was packed with Royal- 
ists, who frequently interrupted the 
proceeding with shouts of ‘Vive le 
Roi,’ The presiding magistrate was 
M. Worms, and when he put a ques- 
tlon M. Maurras sald: You are a Jew, 
and I will not defend myself before u 
Jewish judge. I refuse to answer 
questions put by a judge who !.4 not 
<f French nationality. Maurras per 
sisted in his refusal to answer qucs- 
tions. 

Contradictory statements were 
made by the witnesses, some abso tre- 
ly identifying the prisoners, others 
declaring that the accused did not 
commit the assault. But the accus- 
ed were found guilty, de Coupigny be- 
ing sent to prison for four months 
and Maurras to eight months, They 
were also ordered to pay $200 to the 
railway employe as compensation. 
The decision was received with up- 
roar and cries of ‘Vive le Roi!’ Down 
with the Republic, were raised.
